Northern Pacific Will Break New Route 
to the Canedien Yukon-----survey 
Parties at Werk For Past Two 
Moaths—Now Running Trial

Winnipeg, Mar. 3—Fifteen or more 
survey parties, said to be in the pay of 
the Northefn Pacific, are now running 
trial lines for a railroad to connect Win- 
nipeg and Dawson City. For the past 
two months these parties have been in 
the id but it was, supposed they were 
Jim Hill men, working on some of the 
Proposed branch lines. Last night, how- 
ever, a well known railroad surveyor 
informed a press teptesentative that 
these men were at Work on a line to 
be built by the Northern Pacific be- 
tween Winnipeg and Dawson. The sur- 
veyor stated that from Winnipeg the line 
will run almost straight to Prince Al- 
bert, keeping north of the Canadian 
Northern main line. From there it will 
run to Lesser Slave lake. Keoping a few 
miles north-from thence it will skirt the 
upper end of the Rockies, reaching Port 
Nelvon, and thence direct to Dawson 
City, a total distance of some 1,700 
miles. For the first 500 miles the line 
will run through a rich farming coun- 
try more or less supplied with transpor- 
tation facilitica. Then it hits the fam-

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COAL CAVE 
CAUSED DEATH 


Three Men Buried in Bin at Lachine--- 
Down for one Minute Under Four 
Feet of Coal---One Comes Out Dead 
Another Badly Injured. 


Montreal, Mar. 4~A cavé-in of coal 
caused the death of one man and the 
serious injury to two others, at Lachine 
on Saturday. The men were laborers at 
the works of the Dominion Wire com- 
pany and had been working at a tunnel 
in a coal bin when an upper portion 
gave way and buried them four feet deep 
in coal. A aquad of between thirty and 
forty men was immediately turned on 
the work of excavating, and in a min- 
ute or sa-the three men were removed 
from the hole.

Climate Salubrious and Unexacting. 


What do we discover on our Arctic 
slope to warrant the seemingly extrava- 
gant claims that | make for it? First, 
and all important, anomalous though it 
may seem, there is a climate and eleva- 
tion, salubrious and unexacting on the 
constitutions of both man and the do- 
mestic animals, West of longitude 111 
and south of laditude 62 the isothermal 
line bends very far northward, giving a 
winter climate not any more excessive 
than that of our sister province of Sas- 
katchowan; while the sunshine is 60 
much greater that crops ripen earlier 
than they do in this latitude of Central 
Alberta, “Lf have come from Fort St. 
John to Edmonton,” said Mr, Bredin, “a 
distance of 90 miles, and found the 
growing grain no further advanced than 
it was at St. John three weeks before.” 
At Fort Liard, all cereals can be sue- 
cessfully grown, that will succeed here. 
At Fort Simpson, 275 miles down the 
Mackenzie, all the common vegetables, 
including cucumbers and cauliflower, 
matured under oxactly the same system 
of cultivation that they would be given 
here. One hundred and _ twenty-five 
miles north of Simpson he had planted 
wtatoes that were grown at Fort Good 
Hope, which lies only 14 miles south of 
the Arctic circle. While the great Si- 
berian rivers are treeless for hundreds 
of miles south of the Arctic ocean, the 
Mackenzie is forested down to its delta. 


Birds Numerous. 


More kinds of migratory birds are to 
he seen on the Mackenzie than are to 
seen in any part of Alberta. “I have 
seen the ruffed grouse north of Fort 
Wrigley,” said the speaker. 


Excelient Agricultural Lands. 


The most of the country drained by 
the Peace, which includes the Smoky 
and South Pine valleys, will be found to 
he excellent agricultural lands, Along 
these streams are extensive prairies, be- 
decked in summer with all cur common 
prairie flowers. Roses are as plentiful 
north of the Peace as they are south of 


| iinproved, tiere will be 400 miles of nav- 


| Bear lake, which is fifth in size of the 


the Saskatchewan. On one small island 
in Great Slave Lake he found luxuriat- 
ing all kinds of small fruits that are to 
be found within the radius of 100 miles 
of Edmonton. On another island part- 
ridges were more numerous than he had 
ever seen them elsewhere, Mr. Sheridan 
Lawrence, of Fort Vermilion, last sea- 
son threshed with his steam thresher, 
between nine and ten thousand bushels 
of grain. The same gentleman has, for 
the last ten years, fattened from 75 to 
19 hogs every year averaging over 300 
pounds each.

Gold Medal Wheat. 
To close his observations on the agri- 
cultural capabilities of Edmonton's hint- 
erland, Mr. Bredin said that wheat, 
which was awarded a gold medal at Phil- 
adelphia in 1876 was grown on soil, al- 
most universally considered worthless— 
that is to say, muskeg. , This particular 
one,was drained and cultivated and gives 
a fully matured crop. of whatever is 
planted every year.* This is at Fort 
Chippewyan. 
8,000 Miles of Waterways. 
Speaking on the waterways, there were 
4,000 miles of steam navigation radiat- 
ing from Yort Smith. By the construc- 
tion of less than 20 miles of canals, all 
these 3,000 miles of navigable waters 
can be connected, giving an internal wat- 
er system pleps unequalled in the 
world. When the rapids (15 miles in 
length, on the Lesser Slave river, are 


igation evailable on the Upper Atha- 
bask and icsser Slave lake. “I have 
forgotten to state,” said the member for 
Athabaska, “when alluding to the Fort 
Smith system, that «mall steamers can 
also be navigated from the Mackensie, 
#0 miles up tho Bear river into Great 


fresh water lakes of the world.” Lakes 
Athabaska, Great and Lesser Slave and 
Great Bear are abundantly stored with 
valusble conunercial fish, including 
White Take fish; trout, tncunnu, besides 
ling, Arctic trout and herring, besides 
the coarser varieties such as piké and 
pickerel. 
Extensive Sait Deposits. 
Those who prefer salt to fresh pisca- 
torial diet can be amply accommodated. 
In Salt River, a tributary of the Great 
Slave River, are salt springs and de- 
posits practically inexhaustible. All 
that has to be done to secure a supply 
of this condiment is to paddle your birch 
bark close to the shore and then shovel 
the naturally evaporated product into 
your canoe, Three hundred miles nearer 
Edmonton, in the operation of drilling 
for oil, last summer, over 186 fect of salt, 
in two layers, was gone through, Rock 
salt is also found near Fort Good Hope. 
Subterranean Lakes of Petreleum. 
With tar dripping all summer long 
from the banks of the Lower Athabaska 
and Great Slave Rivers, with oil satur- 
ating the formation of the western shore 
of Great Slave Lake and boiling up in 
one of the bays on the north shore, and 
again appeating on the Lower Macken- 
zie, would seem to be evidence enongh 
of the existence of large subterranean 
lakes of petroleum. It may be remark- 
éd that the oil zones of Ontario and 
Pennsylvania each have their accompany 
salt areas hear by.

“It is unnecessary for me to speak of 
the fur interests, The value of this in- 
dustry has, for a long time been appre- 
ciated in this city,” said Mr. Bredin.

Jamestown Exposition will bs 
more historical than any previous ex- 
position and ag an educational factor 
along this and many other lines it will 
be wi . The construction of a 

fire-proof historic-relic building has 
made {it possible to secure priceless re- 
lica and helrioome which have never 
before been placed on public exhibition. 

From the Virginia State Library will 
come the portraits of Virginia's govorn- 
ors and many old documents ani man- 
uscripte; from the Jamestown IJeland 
collection will come the silver s?rvice 
once uged in the church and from every 
eection of the estate will come colonial 
heirlooms and war relies of many 
kinds, In the North Carolina exhi- 
bit will be the Guilford Antiques, the 
latter comprising the rarcet pleccs of 
furniture in America. Maasachusetis 
will contribute a fine historical 
exhibit of portraits, engravinga, lace 
eamplers, silver and jewelry, books, 
manuscripts, autographs, furniture and 
china. Georgia, Pennsylvania and 
Maryland will @ach send a valuab‘e 
collection of treagured heirlooms. Each 
of the original colonies will contribute 
largely to this collection but it will 
not be confined to this territory by 
any means for from nearly every stats 
will come contributions to this most 
interesting exhibit.

It is said the Mormons 
pay most for new adherents to their 
frith, and that the Salvation Army 
spends less per individual than any 
other sect in securing its converts.

‘nowadays makes it difficult for 
| churches to get as good results from 
their printed matter as they did in 
former years. 

When the religions of Europe first 
came in contact with American | 
shores is a question that history has | 
uot definitely decided.

In politics the 
Congregationalists claim the famous 
“Ordinance of 1787” as their own. 
Its passing was said to be due chief- 
ly to the efforts of one Manasseh Cut- 
Icr, a Congregational minister. It 
prohibited slavery in the northwest 
territory—now Ohio, Indiana, MWin- 
oi Michigan and Wisconsin, and 
abolished the law of primogeniture, 
which made the eldest son the only 
heir to his father’s estate. ' 

A notable fact about religious con- 
ditions in the United States is the 
scarcity of Mohammedans. Although 
the followers of this religion number 
hundreds of millions, there is just a 
mere sprinkling of them in this 
country, There are only three Otto- 
man subjects in Chicagc. The larg- 
e-t Mohammedan colony we have is 
in Worcester, Massachusetts, where 
several hundred Turks and Koords 
sre employed as factory workers. 
There are several reasons why Mo- 
hammedans do not come here in 
humbers. . The principal one is that 
before leaving his own country any 
subject of the Bultan must give bond 
that he will not change his religion 
while away. Mohammedans find liv- 
inv in a foreign country disagreeable 
because the kind of food required hy 
their religion is pot always obtain:

STORY OF 
MAN WHO 
CHANGED 
STEEL TRADE 


Harry. Bessemer Won Suceess After 
an Uphill Fight With Failure. 


A young inventor—Henry Bessemer by 
name—awoke one morning in the first 
half of the nineteenth century to find 
himself the laughing-stock of England. 
His name was on all lips, and the story 
of his latest folly was told and retold 
amid the derision of a nation. He was 
pointed out as a fore-ordained failure in 
life, Here in brief is the tale of his odd 
ill-luck: 

The stamping in the British 
government offices was carried on in an 
expensive and old fashioned way. Besse- 
mer, though littl more than a boy, in- 
vented an improved stamping device, 
which was so excellent that, in spite of 
the increased money outlay involved, the 
government decided to adopt it. Th pay- 

Fereny Bossemer was to receive a life posi- 

tion at a salary of $4,000 a year, It was 
unheard of good luck for so young @ 
man. Bessemer in his delight beeame 
over-zealous and forthwith spoiled his 
prospects by inventing still another sys- 
tem whereby the old-time arrangements 
for stamping could be continued profit- 
ably at no extra expense or special alt- 
eration, In other words, he “improved” 
away the necessity of his own promised 
position. There was no longer any need 
of his services. The government adopted 
his second system, thereby saving much 
money, Bessemer received not one penny 
for the invention, and was, moreover, 
out of a $4,000 a year job. All Eng- 
land laughed, for there is secant sympa- 
thy for a fool, and “fool” was the mild- 
eat of the many terms applied to the 
youngster. P 

He stood ridicule bravely, and by 

means of several lesser inventions (gold 
velvet making, and improvements 
in type casting) he managed to support 
himself. Soon the Crimean war broke 
out. England was ill prepared. Bessemer 
devised a long projectile for use in 
smooth bere cannon, His government 
would not adopt his invention, . So he 
carried it to France, where a test was 
made. It was proven that such cast-iron 
canon as were then in use were not 
strong enough to fire the new oblong 
shot. It was declared useless, and once 
more peoeple laughed at Bessemer. 

But, inadvertently, there two failures 
formed the foundation of his future fame 
and fortune. Had he received the easy 
government job promised him years he- 
fore he would probably have rested con- 
tent and done little for progress. Had his 
projectile been adopted he might have 
remained a mere cannon-ball inventor. 

When, however, the French emperor 
rejected his new shot, on the ground that 
no cannon was sufficiently strong to fire 
it, Bessemer simply set to work to find 
some stronger material for cannon. He 
knew little of metals but began a care- 
ful study of them. At that time iron, 
not steel, was used for railways, big 
guos and nearly every structure requir- 
ing metal, Steel was hard to make and 
was far too expensive for common use, 
Few men were employed in working on 
it. and these used a tedious, laborious 
process in its production. 

But Bessemer was not content with 
the modes then in use. He knew that 
steel] was an alloy of iron and carbon 
in certain proportions, and he invented 
the following process for making it: 

He drove a blast of air through masses 
of pig iron that was in process of fusing 
until it was cleared of carbon, Then, br 
introducing the proper proportion of car- 
Lon, he found he had an excellent qual- 
ity ‘of steel. He could thus make steel 
far more rapidly than it had ever before 
been manufactured, and at a mere frac- 
tion of its former high price, 
found that by blowing through molten 
pig iron wntil all its carbon was oxidiz- 
ed he could produce a fine grade of ma! 
leable iron. 

In 1836 Bessemer patented his steel- 
making process, At once it revolation- 
ized the industry. Sheffield was Eng- 
land’s chief steel center, The manufac- 
turers there refused to take up Besse- 
mer’s idea and sneered at it as imprac- 

ic able. Bo he opened steel works in 
the same city and undersold his rivals

gow city missionary. In 1853 he decided 
to go to the New Hebrides, because he 
felt that, “in a religious sense, it was 
the darkest place in the world.” For 
forty-nine years he worked among the 
natives of the islands, and few men have 
had a career so full of thrilling adven- 
ture, hairbreadth escapes, and dreadful 
tragedy as his. 

Tanna, the island on which he first 
landed, was inhabited by cannibals of 
most ferocious description, At first he 


had the companionship of his young wife | 


and their little son, but a few months 
after their arrival beth died of fever, 
and he was left to fight for his life and 
his religion alone. 

Forty times the natives attempted to 
kill him, and forty times they failed. Six 
other missionaries who went to assist 
him in his work were murdered, The 
islands were visited by British warships 
and other vessels, and many times Dr. 
Paton was urged to leave Tanna and 
seek refuge on some other island where 
Christianity was begining to make 
headway, or in New Zealand. 

But he always refused. To him the 
howling cannibals who at times were lit- 
erally thirsting for his blood were “his 
dear benighted Tannese,”

ary field he remained at his post, 

His escapes from death were almost 
miraculous. More than once he and his 
few helpers were besieged in the mission 
house by the entire population of the 
island, and death seemed certain. 

On ene occasion his dog saved him, 
sometimes his empty revolver frighten- 
ed his assailants, and fear the natives

had of his “Jehovah God,” whom he in- | 
voked more than once, proved his sal- | 


vation. 
A friendly chief once presented Dr. 


Paton with a highly polished wooden | 


spoon. Natives he subsequently met 
would not believe that Dr. Paton had 
dared to visit this warrior, He showed 
them the spoon, and they fled for their 
lives. Then the missionary learned that 
his spoon was only used at cannibal feasts 
and by the chief himself. 

Gradually, however, the fruits of his 
unceasing work began to make them- 
selves apparent, and a few years ago the 
number of native Christians in the New 
Hebrides was estimated at 18,000, out of 
a total population of 60,000. Not the least 
part of his work was the translation of 
the Bible into twenty different dialects 
for the use of the many different tribes 
on the islands. 

Ten years after the death of his first 
wife he married again, and not many 
years ago his son was shot at by a hos- 
tile tribe and narrowly escaped death. 

His visits to England were few and 
fay between, His last was in 1901, and 
during his brief stay of two months the 


bearded old man with the charming 
smile was seen on many platforms.
